of the country and expressions of 
sympathy for both are heard on 
all sides. 


The authorities are making a 


lurried investigation of the ease 
and will, in all probability, make 
the facts known in order to pre- 
vent an open clash between the 
two factions, which at the present 
moment seems imminent.
